UNITED STATES TROOPS, REUTER ADDS, ARE 
NOW POURING ACROSS THE RIVER MOSELLE IN THE 
NANCY-METZ REGION, SOME MILES BEHIND THESE 
PATROLS. THE MOSELLE WAS THE LAST NATURAL 
BARRIER FOR THE GERMANS IN FRONT OF THE 


SIEGFRIED LINE. 


Powerful American forces are in the area of Nancy and Metz, 
and, according to Reuter, they may thrust for the Siegfried 
Line through the Metz gap. It is reported that the Germans 
had cleared away some of their defences in this frontier 


region. 


General Patton’s motorised patrols have pushed to within four 
miles of Metz, after overcoming ‘stubborn resistance, states 
the A.P. War Correspondent with the U.S. 3rd Army. 


The correspondent adds that the Germans here are contestin g 
every yard of ground with mortars and anti-tank guns. 


Reuter, A.P. and P.A. Reports. 

The exact extent of the American 
reconnaissance patrols into Germany 
has not yet been announced. The 
patrols did not establish positions 
and no correspondents accompanied 
their hazardous trip. 

Earlier reports had said. that 
patrols operating in the Thionville 
area had brought the most. forward 
elements of the 3rd Army to within 
a few miles of the border near. the 
junction with Luxembourg. 

According to Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent at U.S. 3rd Army 
H.Q. the Germans withdrew to ‘the 
Siegfried Line area, but have now 
come forward to stage a delaying 
action east of.the Moselle. The 
Germans are now putting up a 
furious. gun barrage against Patton’s 
forces—" the greatest collection of 
armour ever under one field com- 
mand.” 


RIVER BARRAGE 
It is not thought at the U.S. 
Headquarters that this delaying 
action will hold General Patton for 
long once his drmour strikes again. 
The American infantry crossed 
the Moselle in driving rain, sweep- 


ing down from the mountains while. 


shells from the powerful German 
barrage exploded all around. 


The crossing of the river breaks 
down the last natural barrier on 
which the German Army_ might 
have hoped to make a stand in 
front of the Siegfried Line. 


There is evidence of a pause now 
in the great Allied offensive, to 
build up power for a knock-out 
blow. 

The..overwhelming .Avied - rush-is 
steadying down and at points there 
is contact between Allied troops 
and German forces in some form 
of co-ordinated defénsive positions. 

Followin the report — that 
‘American Se. had advanced to 
within four miles of Metz in face 
of stubborn resistance, an A.P. cor- 
respondent added that another 
American column speeding east 
towards the Moselle above and below 
Metz was encountering equally 
bitter resistance. The overwhelming 
weight of General Patton’s 
armoured forces, however, smashed 
forward in a‘drive which the cor- 
respondent compared with the 
initial breakthrough in Normandy. 

Simultaneously with the U.S. 3rd 
Army’s crossing of the Moselle 
between Nancy and Metz, U.S, Ist 
Army troops have crossed the 
Meuse at-Namur, Dinant and Givet, 
and have thrust a short way to the 
east in the direction of the German 
frontier north of Luxembotig. 

A big build-up for an —offensiv 
against the Siegfried Line is 
apparently going-on all along the 
front from Antwerp to Nancy. 
From Cherbourg—still the Allies’ 
most ‘important - supply port—to 
Nancy is about 400 miles, and the 
transport of the tremendous supplies

Battle for

While there is little news of the 
Allied advance into Holland, mop- 
ping-up is going on rapidly in 
Belgium and France. 

The battle for the Channel ports 
is in full swing, and bitter German 
resistance is being encountered at 
Calais, Dunkirk, Boulogne and Le 
Havre — not forgetting Brest, far 
away from the main war zones,

to within less than.a mile of 
Boulogne.

Germans Describe 


Defence Line 


HE German Forces Radio 
reported last night that with 
German resistance stiffening both 
in the Nancy-Metz area and 
further north, a firm defence line 
was beginning to take shane, 

“One can -already speak’ of a 
German defence line running from 
Louvain by way of Namur to 
Sedan—that is from north to 

; Hel-to~ the Reich * 
border. If the final line guarding 
the German frontier does not run 
through these towns, it is at least 
in this north-south direction that it 
will be stabilised eventually. 

“ In the north this line extends 
at present to the Albert. canal, 
while in the south it reaches 
beyond Sedan to the Meuse and 
‘Moselle. 

“In its southern part the line 
will protect the Rhineland, and 
will be considerably strengthened 
once the German forces who have 
retreated from Bordeaux and. the 
south-west, right across France, 
and are now about to join Blasko- 
witz’s army at Dijon, have reached 
it through the Burgundy gate.”— 
(Reuter.)

“Canadian guns are shelling the de- 
fenders of Boulogne, but no major 
attack has yet been mounted against 
the isolated garrison of about 5,000.

The British troops of the Cana- 
dian Ist Army are now performing 
one of the toughest tasks since the 
fighting south of Caen. After 
having to find their way across the 
Seine mouth without bridging of 
any kind they are now faced with 
the task of cracking the defences of 
the great port of Le Havre. 

Using improvised boats of every 
kind, this force succeeded in cross- 
ing the broad estuary. It was a 
heart-breaking task. One makeshift 
bridge collapsed under the weight 
of a three-ton lorry. But still the 
Operations went on, and finally it 
was announced that the entire force 
had reached the shore of the Le 
Havre Peninsula. The Le Havre 
garrison has refused an ultimatum 
to surrender. 

Le Havre, Brest and the other 
ports were again heavily bombed 
vesterday.

“The town of Wolowin, 
which changed hands several times, 
is now ly in our possession,” 
the communiqué added. 

Duncan Hooper, Reuter’s special 
correspondent in Moscow, states 
that the pillars of German power 
in the Balkans are toppling under 
new skilfully-timed Red Army 
blows from springboards in the 
heart of Rumania, and that a bid 
is being made to clean up the whole 
Balkans theatre by an action 
directed simultaneously towards 
Hungary and Yugo-Slavia, and by 
piling up big reserves of tanks, guns 
“and men along the Bulgarian fron- 
tier. 

In their advances west and 
north-west of Bucharest General 
Malinoysky’s troops are advancing 
in regular mountain battles through 
gorges and across boulder-strewn 
slopes, and have reached the Yugo- 
Slav border at a point little more 
than 100 miles from Belgrade. 


LINK-UP WITH TITO

Allies Six Miles 
From Rimini 


Reuter’s special corresporident in 
Italy says that from dawn to dusk 
the Desert Air Force is attacking 
the Germans’ new switch-line south- 
west of Rimini, and Canadian 
infantry’ and armoured patrols are 
approaching the Marano River, six 
miles from tk> town. 

Fifty. Army forces have entered 
Lucca, and are driving down on 
Pistoia, 20 miles north-west of 
Florence, on the main road to 
Bologna. Pistoia, like Rimini, is 
only six miles from the foremost 
Allied units. 

The focal of the fighting is at 
Coriano, four miles inland from 
Riccione, on the coast. Canadian 
and British troops have advanced 
on both sides of the town, and 
bitter fighting has been going on 
around it. The Canadians have 
cleared the ridge between the town 
and the sea, and are aiming at a 
drive downhill.

HUNGARY’S ACTION

Black-out Eased

Rain Threatens 
Harvest - 


HE success of Eire’s harvest de- 
pends on the weather o. the 
next couple of weeks. The con- 
tinuous rain of the past few days 
already has had an effect on what- 
ever crops still were in th: fields. 
and in many places even stooks ‘of 
corn have.been flattened by’ wind 
and rain. 

A great deal of hay still is in 
cocks in the fields. 

If a dry spell, long enough to 
dry the corn before it i; threshed, 
comes soon, the harvest will be 
largely saved. In most of the 
“early” counties, like Dublin, the 
grain crops already are safe; but in 
the Midlands a good deal still is 
uncut, and a large proportion has 
Been lodged by the continuous rain. 
Flooding has occurred in low-lying 
lands adjoining rivers, and much 
loss is feared by farmers. 

In some parts of the Midlands 
80 per cent. of the corn crop is 
uncut, despite efforts to draft 
labour into areas where it was 
needed. Almost all the hay still 


is out. : 
ROOT CROPS 


Root crops are looking well, and 
probably they will be able to make 
up for the shortage which is ex- 
pected in cabbage supplies.. The 
shortage of vegetables in Co. 
Dublin is mystifying farmers. but it 
is thought that it may have been 
caused by the turnip fly. A large 
part of the crop failed to mature. 
Potatoes generally are looking like 
a good crop, but if rain con- 
tinues it, too, will be largely spoiled. 
The danger of harvesting damp 
corn is that it may germinate in the 
stack, and if that happens it is im- 
possible to store it. 
If present weather continues. the 
farmer will the worst 


spell of fine weather at this time of 
year to finish off his harvesting 
operations.
